In legal phraseology he does find that “atm o­ 
spheric g a s” passed through articulating lips is not “always equiva­ 
lent to argum ent.” 
“ It is said by counsel in argum ent that the furnishing of water

son, “ that ice is but frozen water; hence the furnishing of ice must 
he a municipal affair.
